Thank  you  Rose.  These  recent  tent  fires  are  a big  concern  to  our  office,  and  we've  been  in  contact  with  LAFD 
regarding  their  investigations.  As  of  yet,  there  have  been  no  cases  presented  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
though  any  potential  case  would  likely  be  referred  to  the  District  Attorney  as  a felony  arson.  I'm  also  aware  that 
Estella  Lopez  is  independently  meeting  with  LAFD  with  regards  this  issue. 

As  the  City  works  to  implement  the  new  LAMC  56.1 1 (storage  of  personal  property  on  the  sidewalk  ordinance), 
I'd  like  to  address  the  encroachment  of  encampments  on  the  your  property.  LAMC  56.1 1 (8)  (b)  limits  of  the 
laying  of  string,  wires,  or  rope  to  private  property  in  such  a manner  as  to  create  an  obstruction  across  a 
sidewalk.  I see  from  the  photos  that  this  may  be  an  issue  and  would  like  to  meet  with  you  and  LAPD  to  explore 
it. 

Please  email  your  general  availability  this  coming  week,  and  I'll  set  up  a meeting.
